VBT Police seek armed robber 
of Dominic’s store on Haggerty 


Van Buren Township Police are investigating 
the armed robbery and assault of the owner 
of Dominic’s Liquor & Deli in the Haggerty 
Center Plaza, 9880 Haggerty Road, at about 
10:56 a.m. Thursday, Feb. 2. 

VBT Police Captain Gregory Laurain 
said a lone male entered the business armed 
with a handgun, demanding money from the 
employees, and then hitting the owner on 
the head with a tire iron he produced. 

The suspect took an unknown amount of 
cash before running off to the east. Early 
reports said he had jumped into a waiting 
van. 

The suspect is described as being a tall, thin, 
black male with a light complexion, wearing 
black pants and a dark blue pullover with 
three letters on the front. He was wearing a 
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baseball cap with an English D on the front. 
A purple-colored handkerchief was wrapped 
around his face. 

The store owner was transported by Huron 
Valley Ambulance to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne with head injuries. 

Another business person in the Haggerty 
Center said she was told the store owner’s 
skull was cracked. He has a wife and young 
son. She asked for prayers for the family. 

Captain Laurain confirmed this is the 
second robbery at the same store in the last 
eight months or so.

Here’s our report to 
taxpayers on your 
employee costs 


This is the fourth year we have requested 
annual employee wages and benefits from 
local municipalities through the Freedom 
of Information Act — and then printed them 
for everyone to study. 

It was shocking to the employees at first, 
but now they are getting used to seeing 
their wages out for public discussion. 

It also was shocking to the taxpayers. 
Who knew we paid our public servants that 
much? Or, that little? 

It all started because of discussions on 
excessive Van Buren Township police 
overtime. So, we got the figures and put 
them out there. 

Then, there were discussions about VBT 
blended rates and we showed you the 
figures. 

Last year, we included all the employees 
in VBT, City of Belleville, and Sumpter 
Township. (Sumpter is running a little 
behind this year, but we’re assured we’ll 
be getting the figures soon — and then we’ ll 
publish them.) 

All this is to give our readers a look at 
what their tax dollars are buying locally. 
Local budgets are the easiest to watch, so 
let’s do it. 

Anything about the paychecks in your 
community that makes you mad? Go to a 
meeting. Get informed. Write a letter to the 
editor. Run for office. Do something about 
it. 

Knowledge is power and your local 
newspaper is here to help. 


For some reason I wrote that the Genealogy 
Workshop atthe library wouldbe on Thursdays, 
but actually it will be on Wednesdays.

VBT Supervisor Paul White told me that at a 
recent meeting he attended those present were 
informed that 75 municipalities in the state 
qualified to have emergency managers. 

VBT isn’t one and he said he is trying to 
make sure it stays in the black. 

In the Jan. 23 issue of Waste & Recycling 
News, there was a story about the town of New 
Brockton, Alabama, that was having hard 
times and its garbage truck got repossessed. It 
bought the truck for $165,000 on a five-year 
lease and then expected to buy the truck for 
$1 at the conclusion of the lease. 

But, it couldn’t make the payments and the 
truck was repossessed, leaving the township’s 
462 residences (1,150 population) with no 
garbage pickup. 

Waste Management to the rescue! The 
company volunteered its services to the town 
and formed a temporary contract to collect the 
garbage. 

On Wednesday, Feb. 1, we received several 
calls in the late afternoon about a bunch of 
police cars around DiPietro & Day law offices 
on Main Street near the Belleville Bridge. 
(The law firm currently serves as the city 
attorney.) 
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Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor said it 
was shift change time and so all the officers 
responded to the trouble at the law office 
when a person unhappy with how a legal case 
was going raised a fuss. 

Chief Taylor said it was all worked out with 
attorney John Day as “the boys in blue armed 
to the teeth” stood by. 

But, that wasn’t the end of the story 
for Tammy Townsend, who told us she is 
the “unhappy person”. She said Day was 
representing her sister, who had taken custody 
of their father’s ashes and kept them for two 
years. A Probate Court date was coming up 
Feb. 7. 

Tammy said their father wanted to be buried 
with her late son Tyler in Hillside Cemetery. 
As the disagreement escalated, she grabbed 
the ashes and Day grabbed them back, 
Tammy said. Tammy alleges Day slammed 
her against the door and her incision burst 
open. An ambulance was called to evaluate 
her “injury”. 

Tammy said she is fighting cancer and had 
just had lymph nodes surgically removed. She 
said her drainage tube was pulled out in the 
fray. She said she is due to start chemotherapy 
soon. 

A witness, however, said Day did not push or 
injure Tammy and Tammy refused transport 
by the ambulance. 

Tammy said she’s been referred to attorney 
Goeffrey Feiger. It’s all been recorded on 
her cell phone. I learned that Day had been 
given custody of the ashes by the court and

so he couldn’t give them to Tammy unless 
she signed a document, which she refused to 
sign. 

I received a call on Friday asking why sirens 
from Van Buren Township Fire Department 
were sounding for “20 minutes” on Bemis 
Road around 6:30 that 
morning. 

I put the question 
to VBT FD Public 
Information Officer Dan 
Besson and he replied 
promptly. He said an 
unresponsive person 
was not breathing in a 
home on Renton Road and both the North and 
South Duty Crews responded. They found 
the patient in cardiac arrest and used all the 
live-saving measures they had, but could not 
revive the person. 

Dan said the sirens heard by our reader 
probably came from the two fire trucks, 
two police cars, and the HVA ambulance 
responding to the scene. He cited several laws 
that require the fire department to use both 
lights AND sirens while responding to an 
emergency call, with few exceptions. 

To be precise, my caller wasn’t complaining 
about the use of emergency sirens, but was 
just wondering what was going on in his 
neighborhood. We all want emergency crews 
to get to us or our family members as soon and 


as safely as possible when they are needed.

Question from Sue in Sumpter 
Township: On my road there is a home 
that the owners have been foreclosed on 
almost 2 years ago. They are still living in 
the home. My daughter is moving back to 
Michigan, and it would be nice if she could 
buy a home close to me. What is the process 
and how long does it take for a foreclosed 
home to go on the market for sale? 
Answer: Once a bank has foreclosed, 
the owners of the home have a 6-month 
redemption period; if they have 3 or more 
acres, they have a year for redemption after 
the foreclosure (Sheriff deed) date. 

Time periods for a bank to foreclose vary. 
Average is 6 months to a year from the 
owner’s first default mortgage payment. If 
your neighbor’s home has the 3+ acres, then 
it could be approximately 2 or more years 
before they have to vacate the property. 

Once the bank takes possession of the 
home, most often a company is contracted 
to clean out the home and provide basic 
maintenance. Also a Realtor is contacted to 
preview the home to determine condition 
and pricing on behalf of the bank for a 
future listing of the foreclosed property. 

These steps may take some additional 
months before you see signs on the 
windows or a yard sign to actually confirm 
the bank-owned home is for sale. 

If you are interested in this home for your 
daughter, watch the future activity at the 
home, so you will know first-hand when it 
goes on the market. --Angela
